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A.P.B. PROGRAM COORDINATION PLAYS KEY 
ROLE IN COUNTYWIDE COMPREHENSIVE PLANNING 


After a comprehensive plan or its elements have 
been adopted, programs of capital improvements 


ware developed to implement the plan. The ability 


to carry out these programs depends upon the 
availability of funding and the willingness to com- 
mit funds to the projects contained in the capital 
improvement program. 

Federal programs, created by various legislative 
acts, provide many opportunities for obtaining this 
funding assistance. However, to ensure judicious use 
of these funds and to eliminate duplication of effort, 
the Federal Office of Management and Budget has 
developed procedures to eliminate such duplication 
by utilizing Comprehensive Planning Agencies such as 
the Area Planning Board to comment as to the con- 
sistency of proposed projects and/or programs with 
areawide comprehensive plans. 

This is accomplished by the clearinghouse, (Area 
Planning Board) notifying and making potentially 
affected jurisdictions aware of what is being proposed 
in the funding applications. 

The clearinghouse, through internal review, deter- 
mines the degree of consistency with adopted com- 
prehensive plans and recommends to the Federal 
Funding Agency that they are consistent with 
adopted related plans. 

Review of certain applications is necessary to 
determine environmental impacts upon which the 
Board must comment. The word environmental must 
be taken in its broadest sense - meaning the total 
of social, economic and natural systems. 

Approximately 130 programs require that applica- 
tions for funding be processed following Circular 
A-95 procedures. 

The proper title for the procedure is “Project 
Notification and Review System”. The title indicates 


the responsibilities of the review organizations which 
are designated as clearinghouses. 

Applications for federal funds for projects and 
programs requiring A-95 Review must contain suf- 
ficient information so that clearinghouses can iden- 
tify agencies or jurisdictions which would be affected 
by the proposal. 

For applications in Palm Beach County, there are 
3 clearinghouses:

A copy of each application should be submitted 
simultaneously to the three clearinghouses, trans- 
mitted with a cover letter requesting review pur- 
suant to OMB Circular A-95, as revised. 

A pre-application conference with the Metropol- 
itan Clearinghouse may prove to be advantageous 
to the applicant, since questions and potential areas 
of conflict can be addressed and possibly resolved 
before the notice of intent to file is completed. 


This public document was promulgated at this issue’s cost of $138.00 or $.18 per copy to inform the public concerning 


coordination of Federally funded projects and programs. 


The Area Planning Board received 105 applications for review during the 12 month period from Jan. 1, 1976 to 
Dec. 31, 1976. These applications were for projects totaling $71,027,886. Federal share amounted to $67,934,297, 
State share $1,000,110, and Local funds of $2,093,479 for the required matching portions.

DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITIES MAP 


One of the most useful information maps, for use 
in analyzing proposed projects and aiding in deter- 
mining where short range demands for services will 
occur, is the Development Activities Map. 

Information regarding residential developments 
supplied to the APB by the municipalities and the 
‘county has been compiled and mapped to show the 
location and size of development proposals which 
have been approved or are being considered at 
this time. 

Copies may be obtained from the APB office 
for a small charge. 


BUILDING PERMIT ACTIVITY 


In order to indicate the degree of activity occur- 
ring in and near major developments, the number of 
building permits issued is monitored. The number of 
permits issued as well as the location is supplied by the 
Cities and the County. The APB staff tabulates this 
information and summarizes it by municipality and by 
square mile sections in the unincorporated portion of 
the County. This data is then graphically displayed on 
a “Building Permit.Activity Map”.
